The  NWMSC  Bearcats’  eye¬ 
ing  a  perfect  Homecoming  game 
record,  pressed  the  visiting  Rolla 
Miners  Saturday  afternoon  and 
sandwiched  a  touchdown  between 
two  safeties  for  an  11-8  victory. 

A  roaring  crowd  of  7,000  parti¬ 
san  fans  saw  the  Bearcats  on  the 
defensive  all  afternoon  and  behind 
in  everything  but  the  score.  It  was 
the  second  time  since  1946  that  a 
State  College  team  has  defeated  the 
Miners. 

The  visitors  were  pow.er  laden. 
They  took  the  opening  kick-off  and 
moved  straight  down  the  field  in  a. 
78-yard  march  on  five  first  downs 
for  a  tally. 

Roger  Feaster,  flashy  Rolla  quar¬ 
terback,  kept  the  ball  and  slanted 
off  tackle  from  the  Maryville  3  for 
tho  Rolla  tally  in  8  minutes.  But 
Maryville  ends  rushed  the  kicker 
and  the  conversion  point  kick  was 
smothered. 

Maryville  took  the  ball  on  their 
own  48  after  the  kickoff.  But  they 
couldn’t  dent  the  strong  Miner  line 
and  kicked.  The  Miners  took  the 
ball  on  their  own  seven.  The  visi¬ 
tors  tried  one  play  and  moved  the 
ball  to  their  10. 

Then  a  bad  pass  from  center  sent 
Perry  Allison,  Rolla  halfback,  run¬ 
ning  to  pick  up  the  ball.
